up from complete collapse. 
There was a good deal of scream ­ 
ing and panic, but a careful search 
after the accident revealed th at no 
one w’as hurt and the property loss

wraps. 
Though not all, most of the 
mud-bedraggled belonglhgs were re­ 
stored to their owners last night by 
the rescuers who had crawled under 
the prostrate tent gnd searched by 
means of pocket flashlights. 
All the 
electric lights were extinguished as 
the tént fell, and there was total 
darkness save for the vivid lightning 
flashes of the electric storm 
which 
had accompanied the heavy rain and 
the high wind. 
Th*e wind -was blow 
lng a fierce gale aa the tent tell. 
Tent Well Grouuded. 
In a statem ent to a Daily reporter, 
Mr. Alwood, .local superintendant of 
the Chautauqua, said that his men 
the collapse of his tent, hence he did

Hail Penetrates Roofs. 
News of the damage near Fairviow 
was brought to the Twin Cities by 
Thomas Moebes, a brother of 
Otto 
Moches of Albany. 
Mr. Moebes said 
he picked up several pieces of hail the 
size of la^re hen eggs and one piece 
crashed through the shingles of the 
roof of his house, while others crash­ 
ed through his windows. 
In this section of the county the 
cotton in a large area was destroyed 
and Mr. Moebes declared a 
cloud 
burst accompanied the unusual cli­ 
matic conditions.
